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Continuation of 3. NOTE: The proposed amendment recites that the specific mutants (generated by random mutagenesis) have an intact 
p35 gene. This raises issues requiring further consideration because it is unclear how applicant knows that the specific mutants have an 
intact p35 gene. Given that the mutagenic procedures used by applicant are random, it must be considered that some mutations would be 
introduced into the p35 gene. Given the absence of a definition of the term "intact p35 gene", it is unclear whether the p53 gene is mutant 
or wild-type. 



Continuation of 1 1. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Given the non-entry of the proposed amendment, 
applicant's arguments based upon said amendment being entered are moot. With regard to the outstanding 112, 2nd paragraph rejection, 
applicant indicates that the meaning of the term "intact p35 gene" is clear given the context of the written description and the customary 
usage of the term in the art. Applicant indicates that the specification clearly indicates that in comparison to the deleted p35 genes 
disclosed by Lee et al., the instant p35 genes are "intact". This argument is not persuasive because the the mutants disclosed by Lee et 
al. are extensive deletion mutants in the p35 gene. The instant p35 genes could also be mutant in terms of point mutations, insertions, 
substitutions, etc. as a result of the mutagenesis procedures used by applicant and do not necessarily read on deletion mutants as 
disclosed by Lee et al. The meaning of the term "intact p53 gene" is unclear.
